JARED FACING PRISON FOR 
CHILD SEX, PORN CHARGES 


The Associated Press 

Longtime Subway pitchman Jared Fogle 
agreed Wednesday to plead guilty to allega- 
tions that he paid for sex acts with minors and 
received child pornography in a case that de- 
stroyed his career at the sandwich-shop chain 
and could send him to prison for more than 
a decade. 

Prosecutors allege that Fogle knew the por- 
nography had been secretly produced by the 
former director of his charitable foundation, 
which sought to raise awareness about child- 
hood obesity and arranged for Fogle to visit 
schools and urge children to adopt healthy 
eating and exercise habits. 

Authorities said Fogle offered to pay adult 
prostitutes a finder’s fee if they could connect 
him with minors for sex acts, including some 
as young as 14 or I5 years old. 

“This is about using wealth, status and se- 
crecy to illegally exploit children,” U.S. Attor- 
ney Josh Minkler said. 

Fogle “knows that restitution can’t undo 
the damage that he’s done, but he will do all 
in his power to try to make it right,” defense 
attorney Jeremy Margolis told reporters. 

The married father of two, he added, has a 
“medical problem” and “expects to get well,” 
but he did not elaborate. 

Fogle’s wife, Katie Fogle, said in a statement 
released by her attorney that she is seeking a 
divorce. “Obviously, I am extremely shocked 
and disappointed by the recent developments 
involving Jared,” the statement said 

Fogle, 37, became Subway’s pitchman after 
shedding more than 200 pounds as a college 
student, in part by eating the chain’s sand- 
wiches. He was the public face of the compa- 
ny for more than 15 years—a period in which 
its number of locations tripled, making Sub- 
way the world’s largest restaurant chain. 

Subway suspended the partnership in July 
after agents raided his home in the affluent 
Indianapolis suburb of Zionsville, and the 
chain said this week that it had ended its re- 
lationship with Fogle. 

Federal prosecutors allege in the documents 
that Fogle traveled to pay for sex acts, includ- 
ing with minors, from 2007 until as recently as 
June and that he repeatedly planned business 
trips to coincide with his sexual pursuits. 

Fogle is accused of having sex with two 
16-year-old girls at hotels in New York City.

One of the girls told investigators she had sex 
with Fogle three times in November 2012, 
when she was 16, and again two months later, 
when she was 17. 

The girl told Fogle her age when they first 
met, according to the documents. 

After that meeting, Fogle allegedly texted 
the girl and offered to pay her a fee if she 
could find him another underage girl to pay 
for sex acts. 

During these discussions, Fogle “stated 


that he would accept a 16-year-old girl, while 
stating that the younger the girl, the better,” 
the documents said. 

Between 2011 and 2013, Fogle also repeatedly 
sent text messages to escorts, “soliciting them 
to provide him with access to minors as young 
as 14 to I5 years,” the documents said, adding 
that he would only make such requests after 
engaging in sex acts with the escorts to “insure 
that they were not undercover police officers.” 

The documents also allege that Fogle on

A review of recent data shows that accidents and deaths at air shows and during 


skydiving are rare, making the accident that took the life of Army Golden Knight 


Corey Hood during a skydiving performance at last weekend’s Chicago Air & 


Water show all the more tragic. 


According to the United States Parachute 
Association, out of an estimated 3.2 mil- 
lion skydiving jumps in the US. last year, 
729 people were injured and 24 were killed, a 
fatality rate that is less than one-thousandth 
of 1 percent. The number of fatalities has 
ranged between 16 and 30 deaths per year over 
the past decade out 
of millions of jumps. 

Air show = acci- 
dents are also a rare 
occurrence, with the 
National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board re- 
cording 58 across the 
country since 2008. 
Those incidents range from tragic, such as 
when a stunt plane careened into a grandstand 
in Reno, Nev, in 2011, killing 1 and injuring 
scores, to much more mundane, when a pilot 
had to land in a Waukegan field that same year 
because the aircraft had no fuel. 

The International Council of Air Shows es- 
timates there are 300 to 325 air shows in the 
US. per year, attended by crowds of 2,000 to

Blow by blow: Bryant took exception to how 
Patmon was defending him on a route. Both 
players lost their helmets and after Patmon 
missed with a left-handed punch, Bryant 
threw his own left and connected with the 
defensive back’s shoulder pads. Bryant also 
chucked his mouthpiece at his teammate. 

Quotable: “I was giving him a little bit of 
mouth, just talking a whole bunch of stuff to 
him, he was giving it back to me and it just es- 
calated over to the next play,” Bryant said. 


Distraction rating: 3. Both players were fairly 
good at dodging and didn’t seem to be aiming 
at the other’s head. They also seemed to be 
over it soon after it happened.

If you could travel back in time and cast 
yourself in one of his films, which would it 
be? 

Ooh. I’d want to be Jenny in “Forrest Gump.” 


I came across one interview where you men- 
tioned that working on this record brought 
back the spark that writing songs gave you 
when you started out. Was there a sense 
you'd lost it? 

I never quite lost it, but it was a little harder 
to tap into it in with the way some of the 
L.A. writing camps work. By camp I mean 
this setup where you have two days writ- 

ing with one person, then one day writing 
with another person, and you're creating so 
much material without ever ... coming back 
to it and getting it to that higher place. That 
process is so vital for me ... so the quality was 
suffering. Moving to New York helped me re- 
alize that and verbalize it. I decided I would 
go and do [“Cinderella” on] Broadway and re- 
flect on what this album was going to be. And 
once I gave myself permission to not write, it 
was almost like I couldn’t stop writing. 


Was that part of the reason you wanted to 
take on the title role in “Cinderella”? So you 


lesser album cuts like “Making the Most of 
the Night.” Songs like the maximalist disco 
thump of the Sia-co-written “Boy Prob- 
lems,” with its “Boy problems, who’s got 
’em?” relatability, and “Gimmie Love,” which 
has a profound sense of longing (“ Cause

among her best, but among the year’s best in 
pop music. 

“Emotion” is the result of a pretty ardu- 
ous studio session, with Jepsen whittling 
down more than 200 songs, including 
tracks co-written by hitmakers Max Martin 
(Backstreet Boys, Britney Spears) and Jack 
Antonoff (Fun., Bleachers), to a lean 12. 
While those marquee songwriters didn’t 
make the final tracklist, the catchy, delight- 
ful end result does have cuts from indie-cred @ 
producers like Blood Orange’s Dev Hynes 
(the slow-burning, Prince-aping “All That”), 
Vampire Weekend’s Rostam Batmanglij 
(“Warm Blood”) and Ariel Rechtshaid (“All 
That” and joyous closer “When I Needed 
You”). If the soaring hooks on opener “Run 
Away With Me” or “Let’s Get Lost” won't 
convince you, nothing will. 

What separates Jepsen from the rest of 
the major pop stars, though, is how she’s 
managed to keep her wide-eyed romantic 
persona without becoming a larger-than-

Let’s call a spade a spade: One Direction has a lot of songs about how they felt when they 


met you, and how you're the best, and how they’re so grateful for everything you bring to 


their life. Assuming you are a lovely girl who wasn't born when “Back to the Future” (and 


maybe even “Back to the Future Part IIT”) came out. 


But the British young man band, which recently downsized to a foursome and headlines Sunday 
at Soldier Field, has had four songs on each of its four albums that exist as pretty entertaining power- 
pop—’8o0s-skewing anthems whose epicness compensates for lyrics that still have progress to make 
if the group wants to be seen as adult rockers. (However: It’s not like pop has to have brilliant words 
behind it. Each Katy Perry album has a few fun tracks despite being fluffy at best and idiotic at worst.) 
So even if a fanbase partially represented by screaming teen girls makes you want to write off One 


Direction as irrelevant, these songs may (or may not) change your mind. Press play, close your eyes and 
just think of each as a good, summery song on the radio, not “HOT NEW SINGLE FROM ONE 


TAKE ME HOME (2012)

one-dimensional material). 


Happily 

This reminds me of so many other 
modern artists and songs on the 
radio that | can barely parse out all 
of them. This also speaks to the fact 
that One Direction shouldn't earn 
less respect than a lot of those other 
hit-makers. “Happily” is cathartic 
and, like much of 1D’s better stuff, 
very well-suited to being belted out 
ina stadium. 


Little Black Dress 

Kinda like late-period Hanson, “Little 
Black Dress” reflects a poppy polish 
with more stability than the help- 
less narrator. When a boy band can 
tempt you into breaking out the air 
guitar, stop pretending you don't 
like it and give in. 


Does He Know? 

Excusing the opening’s remarkable 
similarity to “Jessie's Girl,” “Does 

He Know?” showcases how some- 
times, though definitely not always, 
a healthy dose of “whoa-oh-oh-oh” 
can be enough to toss away stress 
and make you feel like a crush can 
be something more if you just de- 
clare yourself clearly enough.
